VnU.lin : Uncle Dudley Kiel, uni- 
son's notion in regard to the growth of 
cheat seems plausible, but from mv own 
observations it is not entirely satisfactory 
to me. He is a good deal older than I am 
and I have known it has been a studv 
with him for years. I take it not as facts 
that he positively knows, but merely as a 
fiual conclusion after many years of 
thought. 

We once sowed a piece of new land 
In wheat that was never in wheat before. 
It came very thick with cheat and it took 
both to make the stand that we would 
expect of the wheat alone. It was sown 
out of seed we called Mediterranean that 
we had been sowing for years, not having 
anv In It more than usual before. 

Well, Uncle Dud, tell me it the i 
was in the ground before we sowed the 
wheat; if so, how long had it been there, 
and how did it get there. 

When we thresh wheat there is always 
a quantity of wheat left on the ground 
where the thresher stood. Where I 
threshed last year it lay undisturbed, it 
sprouted up and last spring it looked as 
though it would make a fine patch of 
wheat. It headed out and made a thick 
mass of cheat, with now and the 
head of wheat. One would suppose that 
more than one-half of it would be wheat 
at least. Now, what became of th( 
wheat, arguing that wheat is more easilj 
germinated than cheat. If he is right i"i 
also appears to me it would come in oatf 
and other crops. It is often that oats if 
late in the season getting up high enough 
to shade the ground. I have often noticed 
that in yards where hay stacks had been 
moved the following year cheat would 
appear when there had not any seen 
there before. Uncle Dud may think he 
is going to catch me now, but it did not 
come according to his theorv. Instead 
of coming in the middle of the impres- 
sion the stack had left, where it was 
bare and most exposed to the heat and 
cold, it would be around the edges of the 
impression in close proximity to timothy. 

Now, Mr. Editor, from these observa 
tions with others, I have come to the 
conclusion that cheat comes from faulty 
or damaged seeds either in germinating 
or in the Btool, the transformation being 
caused by the effects of a certain amoi 
of heat, cold, wet and dry, the seed 
stool being so constituted, or so situated, 
as not to withstand certain elements that 
are brought to bear consequently canno 
remain in its purity as on the principl 
of degeneracy. This has ever been l 
question of dispute. Let us hear from 
e other observers. Very respecfully,
